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CANDIDATES AIR WARES BEFORE NATION ON TV SHOWS 


KENNEDY, COOL 
AND CALM, GIVES 
HIS IDEAS ON 
RUNNING MATE

LOS ANGELES, July 11—The | 
three avowed candidates for the | 
Democratic presidential nomina- | 
tion and Adlai Stevenson, un- | 
avowed but willing, paraded | 
across the nation’s television | 
screens yesterday. They aired 
their wares for the delegates 
who assemble today in the first 
session of the national conven- 
tion. 

Senators John F. Kennedy, 
Stuart Symington and Lyndon 
Johnson appeared on a special 
hour and a half long ‘Meet the. 
Press” program. Adding little 
that was new, they ran remark- 
ably true to type. 

Kennedy, cool, calm and calcu- 
lating, obviously confident of vic- 
tory, gave his prescription for a | 
running mate. The Kennedy vice 
president should be a midwest- 
erner concerned with the farm 
problem. To experts here it ap- 
peared that Symington fitted the 
formula and this tended to under- 
write reports that the Senator | 
from Missouri was under serious 
consideration in the Kennedy | 
camp. 

Asked on the program whether 
he was interested in the vice- | 
presidency, Symington replied 
with what has become a stock 
answer—that he would prefer to 
remain in the Senate where his 
seniority has enhanced his use- 
fulness. As Symington is not up 
for re-lection this year he could 
make the race as vice president 
and return to the Senate if de- 
feated. 


Critical of Defense. 


Most of Symington’s half hour 
on the TV screen was devoted to 
exploring his frequently stated 
position on the inadequacy of the 
Administration’s spending for de- | 
fense and the need to increase | 
America’s military strength in 
every field. He estimated that it 
would take from two to three 
years to build back from..the 
deterioration that, in his view, 
has taken place in the last seven 
and a half years. 

He expressed the belief that 
negotiation with the Russians 
should be undertaken in this in- 
terval even though the United 
States was, in his opinion, short 
of a position of real strength. He 
also declared in favor of a 
nuclear test bar with proper in- 
spection and control. 

Pressed to say where the 
Eisenhower Administration had 
failed in leadership, Symington 
replied that this lay chiefly in 
the fact that the American peo- 
ple had not been told the grim 
facts of the world situation. 

Symington had the confident 
air that has characterized his 
television appearances in recent 
months. He put his first-ballot 
strength at 150 votes, about twice 
that given him by objective ob- 
servers. 

Johnson Peevish. 

Johnson, the last of the three 
avowed candidates to appear on 
the program, entered a peevish 
complaint over the treatment 
accorded the Texas delegation 
by the Democratic National Com- 
mittee, saying that only 120 extra 
seats had been assigned to the 
delegation and half of these had 
gone to a national committee- 
woman who is not a delegate. 

“Don’t think anybody will be 
packing the galleries for Texas,”’ 
Johnson said, recalling other 
conventions when partisans able 
to get the coveted tickets have 
formed cheering squads to try to 
sway the delegates. 

Asked about religious preju- 
dice in Texas which might make 
it difficult for Kennedy to carry 
the state if he were the Demo- 
cratic nominee, Johnson said | 
there was no more prejudice in 
Texas or elsewhere in the South 
than in other sections of the 
country. He added that he would 
like to see New England states 
with a preponderance of Catho- 
lic voters prepared to vote for 
a Protestant. 

Ordeal for Stevenson. 

On CBS “Face the Nation’’ 
Stevenson underwent something 
of an ordeal with reporters de- 
termined to try to make him de- 
clare his candidacy. He refused 
in a variety of modulated nega- 
tives, showing finally some acer- 
bity as attempts were continued 
to make him say why he was not | 
a candidate if in fact he was | 
willing to run. 

“To say that you have had 
your opportunity not once but 
twice and then stand aside, that 
is what I have tried to do,”’ he 
said. ‘‘I thought it would be in 
the interest of my party and | 
still think so.” 

Even as he spoke and far into 
the night, ardent Stevenson fol- 
lowers were parading in and 
around convention headquarters 
in the Biltmore Hotel with hand- 
painted banners held high.

Judge’s Ruling Covers 
Funds Collected Un- 
der Rate Increase 
Later Set Aside by 


State Supreme Court.

A ruling that the Alton Water 
Co. must refund approximately 
$500,000 to its 14,000 customers 
has been handed down by Madi- 
son county Circuit Judge James 
O. Monroe at Edwardsville, it 
was learned today. 

The money represents funds 
collected during an 1l-month pe- 
riod in 1958, in which a 47.5 per 
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cent rate increase was in effect. | 


The rate increase, granted by 
the Illinois Commerce Commis- 
sion, was subsequently overruled 
by the Illinois Supreme Court. 

In a summary judgment, Judge 
Monroe said the $500,000 figure 
represents both principal and in- 


terest at a legal rate for the 
time the money was held by the | 


water company. 

He said he will await advice 
by attorneys for both the water 
company and the water users, 
who brought the original suit 
seeking to set aside the rate in- 
crease, before deciding whether 
the refund will be handled by a 
special master-in-chancery, by 
the clerk of the circuit court, or 
by the water company itself. 

The Illinois Commerce Com- 


mission granted the rate in-| 


crease to the private water com- 
pany effective Jan. 1, 1958. Fol- 
lowing the commission order, 
several large water users serv- 
iced by the company appealed | 
the decision, and the rate in- 
crease was set aside by Judge 
Monroe in November of that 
year.

WASHINGTON, | J July 11 (UPI) 
—The United States Court of Ap- 
peals ruled today that the Civil |

CBS-TV has announced that it 
has had a $6,000,000 Westing- 
house sponsorship account lined 
up for months.

Chilled Melons and Colorful Berries Add Appeal to Summer Meals 


Planning summer meals would 
be a far more difficult task #f it 
not for the melons and 
berries that fill the fruit 


stands, Their very textures and 
colors seem to have been 
planned by nature especially to 
appeal to appetities dulled by 
the heat. A well-chilled melon, a 
bowl of dusky blueberries or 
yewel-colored raspberries is a 
joy to eye and palate, as re- 
freshing as a vagrant breeze. 
All are delightful unadorned, 
but so attractive are they that 
the creative cook can’t resist 
combining them with one an- 
other or with other fruits, or ex- 
nerimenting with them in a 
whole array of salads and des- 
serts. 

St. Louis markets now are 
offering cantaloupes from the 
West (see last Thursday’s mar- 
keting column), with our home- 
grown ones due tefore long. The 
San Joaquin Valley of California 
produces about 75 per cent of 
the cantaloupes during the peak 
months of July and August, and 
those luscious, thick-meated 
melons, harvested only when 
they leave the vines at a touch, 
are here through the summer. 
Favorite way of eating a can- 
taloupe is merely to cut it in 
halves, scoop out the seeds and 
spoon out the fragrant golden 
meat. But there are many 
other delicious ways to enjoy 
one —some quite simple, some 
epicurean in nature, For a pret- 
ty salad, cut melons into fin- 
gers and arrange with fresh 
plums and clusters of grapes. 
Serve with a French dressing 
made with lemon juice. Or cut 
crosswise rings, remove seeds 
and rind and fill rings with 
orange or grapefruit sections. 

When cutting rings, scoop 
out balls from the end slices, 
using a French ball cutter or 
a one-half teaspoon measure. 
A ball or two skewered onto 
the side of a filled ring makes 
an attractive garnish. Allter- 
nate with watermeton balls, if 
you have some on hand, or 
perhaps top the melon balls 
with a sweet cherry. 

Fill melon halves with as- 
sorted fresh fruits for a lunch- 


were 


eon salad, and top with a scoop 
of sherbet. 

If you are feeling in a really 
fancy mood, serve the halves in 
crushed ice in a stemmed glass. 
To cut melons zig-zag fashion 
as pictured, simply thrust a nar- 
row-bladed knife into the center 
of the melon diagonally at the 
melon’s ‘“‘equator.”. Make the 
second cut at right angles to the 
first, and proceed on around the 
cantaloupe freehand. Fill the 
half-shell with ice cream and 
garnish with a sprig of mint. 
This is strictly high-style service. 

A sort of upside-down version 
of cantaloupe a la mode is to 
top a scoop of ice cream with 
melon balls and serve with a 
simple sauce to subtly accent 
the flavor of the melon. 

Here are specific recipes to 
elaborate upon the suggestions 
outlined above: 

Cantaloupe Salad. 

One cantaloupe.

(3) If his wife consents to the gifts, assum- 
ing neither husband nor wife have used their 
lifetime $30,000 gift tax exemptions, there 
will be no gift tax involved. 

Irrevocable trusts should be established 
only after careful and unhurried thought be- 
cause once an irrevocable trust is established 
it cannot be revoked or changed. If you wish 
to consider the use of irrevocable trusts for the 
purpose of reducing income and estate taxes 
it would be advisable to begin your considera- 
tion now so that you will have the time neces- 
sary for mature consideration and still be able 
to make the trust effective in time to have the 
benefits pertain to this year’s income taxes. 
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PERSON in high income tax brackets with 
A a substantial estate may find it advan- 
tageous to use irrevocable trusts. This may 
enable him to split family income among sev- 
eral members of the family and thus reduce 
the over-all family income tax burden and also 
to reduce his prospective estate taxes. 

To illustrate, suppose a married man with a 
taxable income of $36,000 per year and an 
estate of $350,000 is now giving an allowance 
of $2,000 per year to his aged parents. Since 
he is in a 50% top income tax bracket he needs 
$4,000 before tax income to provide the allow- 
ance of $2,000 per year. 

Suppose that he discontinues the allowance 
and in lieu of it establishes an irrevocable 
trust of $60,000, putting in it securities yield- 
ing a 4% income. If he makes the income pay- 
able to his parents or the survivor for life, and 
provides that the principal of the trust goes 
to his grown son upon the death of his par- 
ents, he accomplishes the following: 

(1) Instead of giving up $4,000 before tax 
income, he gives up only $2,400 of pre-tax 
income. He also reduces his income tax $1,200 
per year. If his parents are in a 20% tax bracket, 
the $2,400 income will give them only $80 
less after income taxes than the $2,000 allow- 
ance. 

(2) If he lives three years he removes

The Middle-Income Gap 


Mrs. Lenore Sullivan's advocacy 
of 30- to 35-year FHA loans to peo- 
ple displaced by land clearance for 
urban renewal on the basis of rea- 
sonable risks is unrealistic, As the 
FHA program is now set up many 
of the lower income group who buy 
are constantly on the brink of los- 
ing their homes, especially those 
FHA buyers who are in a marginal 
position. 

When an individual buys property 
special problems seem to arise at 
an alarming rate such as a leaking 
roof, waterproofing the basement, 
tuckpointing, seeding the lawn, and 
so on. If one can barely meet the 
monthly mortgage payments, any 
such extraordinary expense usually 
spells catastrophe. 

The real problem is the gap be- 
tween the people eligible for public 
housing and those who can afford 
“middle income urban renewal 
apartments.” Ironically, this group 
in the gap falls within the median 
range and it is the largest group- 
ing. That is, more people earn be- 
tween $3000 and $5000 (the group 
that is skipped) than in any other 
$2000 range. More people are able 
to pay between $60 per month and 
$100 per month than any other sin- 
gie grouping. 

Yet these are the very people 
left out. Few can find an adequate 
individual house which sells for 
twice their annual income. That is, 
those earning $3000 a year would 
have to find a house for $6000 in 
order to make the purchase a sound 
one based on economic principles 
that have stood the test of time. 

What is needed to house those 
evicted from buildings torn down 
to make room for highways and 
urban redevelopment is a true mid- 
die income housing. 

No, Mrs. Sullivan, we do not need 
a shift to ‘‘reasonable risks’ on 
making FHA 35-year-loans on indi- 
vidua] housing. What we need is 
moré*co-ordination in city planning. 
There should be co-ordination be- 
tweeG new highway construction, 
new ‘public housing, urban renewal 
housing, new schools, new parks, 
new private shopping centers and 
new ‘true middle income housing 
progtams” before we rush in with 
mortar and brick and build without 
planning or thinking.

Questions From Normandy 

As a Normandy taxpayer, I am 
disappointed in the 26-cent reduc- 
tion in the school tax rate made 
by the Normandy School District. 
I had figured that the tax rate 
could be reduced from $3.33 to $2.97 
and still leave a surplus of $1511 
over the income the District would 
have gotten at the 1959 valuation 
at the $3.33 rate. This surplus is 
about the same as the Hazelwood 
School District will have after re- 
ducing its tax rate. 

If the announced rate of $3.07 is 
in effect, there would be a surplus 
of $92,338. To me, this action does 
not sound as if Normandy is keep- 
ing its promise to reduce the tax 
rate sufficiently to produce the 
same income as the 1959 valuation 
at the old rate. 

How is this $92,338 surplus to be 
allocated? The Normandy School 
District is not growing appreciably. 
In fact, there were only nine more 
school age children in the district 
in 1960 than in 1959. 

Is this surplus to be used for the 
junior college to open on the Belle- 
rive Country Club property this 
fall? It would be interesting to 
know how much of the taxpayers 
money is required to maintain this 
college.

Kennedy Far Ahead 


Although the Democratic National Conven- 
tion has not opened Officially, the job of pick- 
ing a presidential nominee seems to be about 
over. Unless there are unexpected develop- 
ments, always possible in politics, Senator 
Kennedy will be the party’s candidate. The 
support of Gov. Brown of California, of 85 
per cent of the Illinois delegation (which gave 
only two votes to former Illinois Governor 
Adlai Stevenson), and of Gov. Loveless of 
lowa started the Los Angeles bandwagon rush. 


The fact that so many votes have been 
gathered by the Kennedy camp far in advance 
of the actual balloting, scheduled for Wednes- 
day, does not mean that the convention has 
been “fixed,” as former President Truman, 
sulking in Independence, charged. It means 
simply that the delegate pledges Senator 
Kennedy obtained in seven primaries gave 
him a lead that could be parlayed into a ma- 
jority. This is the result of hard work (the 
Senator shows the effects of his strenuous 
efforts), a well-thought-out campaign and 
an obvious talent for hard-boiled political 
manipulation.

Due to the marvels of television, the coun- 
try had a fine opportunity to see the front- 
running candidates expound their views on 
eve of the convention. It should be said for 
Senator Symington, whose chances now ap- 
pear negligible, that he gave an excellent 
account of himself. Senator Johnson failed 
to establish himself as a top candidate. Sena- 
tor Kennedy appeared extremely tired. Mr. 
Stevenson, enlightening as always, gave the 
impression that he had little hope for the 
nomination. His casual remark that Mr. Tru- 
man’s on-again off-again attitude toward at- 
tending the convention seemed “indecisive” 
was the perfect rejoinder to Mr. Truman’s 
often-repeated charge that Mr. Stevenson can- 
not make up his mind. 


With Senator Kennedy’s nomination now 
reasonably certain, there is much discussion 
at the convention on the nomination for Vice 
President, and on the method of selection. 
The presidential nominee has the traditional 
right to choose his vice-presidential running 
mate. Senator Kennedy says he will not de- 
cide until the leader of the ticket is chosen 
whether to throw the convention open to the 
delegates, as Mr. Stevenson did in 1956, or 
to indicate his personal choice. Our guess is 
that if nominated Mr. Kennedy will make the 
choice himself.

He has already said that he would prefer 
a Midwesterner who is familiar with farm 
problems, as he thinks the farm issue is the 
most important domestic issue of the cam- 
paign except for the over-all subject of na- 
tional economic growth. That would seem to 
make Senator Symington eligible, as his do- 
mestic specialty has been farm problems. 
There are several Governors in line, however. 
Gov. Loveless, a man from a great farm 
state who has been prominent in Democratic 
farm councils, might be chosen, particularly 
in view of the fact he joined the bandwagon 
rush early. 


But as most of the candidates are still say- 
ing, the votes are not in and counted yet. 
Until they are such matters are speculation. 


How Much a Vote Can Count 


Any voter who is ever inclined to doubt 
that his one vote can be meaningful in an 
election should take a look at the senatorial 
race in North Dakota. Representative Bur- 
dick apparently won by fewer than 1000 votes 
over Gov. Davis. One vote’s difference in 
each of the state’s 2300 precincts could have 
reversed the result. 


Lest the faint-hearted voter still think this 
the one swallow that doesn’t make a summer, 
here are a few other striking cases. 


Senator Johnson of Texas, Majority Leader 
of the Senate and an aspirant for the Demo- 
cratic presidential nomination, won his seat 
in 1948 by a mere 87-vote majority out of 
some 3,000,000 votes cast. 

Ninety-seven more Democratic votes in 
Florida would have elected Samuel J. Tilden 
President in 1876 instead of Rutherford B. 
Hayes. 

In St. Louis six years ago an election to 
the Missouri House of Representatives was 
decided by a mere five votes.

And the moral is: Every vote does count. 
Particularly one’s own. 


The County’s Tax Problem 


Supervisor McNary is quite right in warn- 
ing that county taxes are sure to rise next 
year if the people continue demanding ex- 
panded services. But the important point is 
that county tax rates will very likely keep 
climbing even if no new services are added. 
The pressures of a rapidly rising population 
on existing services will see to that. 


The problem in the county is to see that 
taxes do not rise any more than necessary. 
One obvious means to that end is to improve 
efficiency in the administration of existing 
services. And in the case of the county gov- 
ernment that means Charter reform to elimi- 
nate independently elected administrative of- 
ficials whose wasteful operations the people 
can no longer support, and Charter reform 
to put all county workers under the merit 
system. If Mr. McNary wants to make a 
name for himself as a dedicated public ser- 
vant, he ought to take the lead in streamlin- 
ing the county government and doing away 
with its patronage aspects. 

The second way to attack the county’s tax 
problem is to stimulate the growth of the 
tax base. Top priority in this area at the 


moment ought to go toward strengthening the 


county’s new land use plan by adoption of a 
comprehensive zoning ordinance. This would 
carry out the plan’s provisions, especially in- 
sofar as they relate to the urgent need to re- 
serve Open space for industrial and commer- 
cial uses. At’ the same time, Mr. McNary 
ought to be considering what the county 
could do, perhaps through a bond issue of 
$10,000,000 or so, to stimulate development 
of an industrial park at Columbia Bottoms. 
This would provide thousands of new jobs as 


ru as a tremendous expansion of the tax 
ase. 


A necessary corollary of any campaign for 
an expanded tax base is legislative approval 
of the Metropolitan St. Louis Survey’s pro- 
posal for a county-wide school tax. As Mr. 
McNary points out, schools take about 66 per 
cent of the county tax dollar, and each of the 
29 districts ought to be in position to obtain 
a piece of the expanded tax base the county 


must have. This will assure every child an 
equal educational opportunity. It also will 
prevent tax rates in some districts from 
climbing out of sight. 


The county’s tax problem is essentially Mr. 
McNary’s. As Supervisor he speaks for all 
the people. They have to depend upon him 
for leadership. If he provides it everybody 
will benefit. 


Revolution Turned Sour 


President Eisenhower’s warning that the 
United States will not permit establishment 
of a Communist outpost in Cuba is a flat an- 
swer to Soviet Premier Khrushchev’s saber- 
rattling. But as discussion at the Democratic 
convention emphasizes, many Americans are 
wondering what happened to drop our once- 
warm relations with Cuba down to the freez- 
ing mark. The question itself suggests a past 
North American indifference which has often 
caused Latin American hostility, and hostility 
now rules Cuba. 

Even the sketchiest background of the 
Cuban revolution would have to note that 
many Cubans had latent suspicions about 
United States motives. They remembered the 
days of outright intervention; they recognized 
American domination of sugar, mines, utili- 
ties, oil and other aspects of the Cuban econ- 
omy. More immediately, most Cubans be- 
lieved the United States had supported 
Dictator Batista. It had armed him before 
imposing an arms embargo; its ambassador 
was his personal friend until replaced when 
Castro came to power. 

Many respected newspaper men then con- 
cluded that Castro’s revolution was nationalis- 
tic and not Communistic. They relied on his 
own promises and on his strong middle-class 
and Church support. But the question itself 
was secondary to the hard facts of the situa- 
tion. The United States had to accept Castro; 
it could not side with the deposed and de- 
spised dictatorship. 

Disillusionment began in America with Cas- 
tro’s firing squads and spread with his retreat 
from democracy and advance toward open 
Communist influences. But the key to de- 
teriorating relations came three weeks after 
Castro took power, when he angrily warned 
the United States against an intervention that 
had never been considered. “There will be 
200,000 gringos dead,” he shouted. 


At that point in history, given Castro’s emo- 
tional radicalism, it is possible that the United 
States could not have altered the subsequent 
chain of events. However, Washington hardly 
tried. What would have happened had the 
United States offered a loan to assist Cuba’s 
revolution or even to help pay for nationalized 
American property? While some business 
interests would have protested, they also 
would have suffered a smaller loss, and such 
aid might conceivably have discouraged anti- 
Americanism and prevented economic war. 


It is perhaps too late to reconsider Cuban 
relations. But it is not too late to consider 
those relations in the light of relations with 
the rest of Latin America. If there is any 
lesson in Cuba, it is that the United States 
has not fully appreciated the deep desire of 
Latin Americans for economic freedom and 
progress. The social revolution sweeping the 
continent can assume friendly or hostile 
forms, and much depends upon whether we 
assist, obstruct or stand on the sidelines. 


Mexico offers an immediate illustration. 
Semi-official statements there offer support 
for Cuba’s “yearnings to live in liberty and 
economic independence,” and imply possible 
oil shipments to Cuba. How should the United 
States react? It would be folly to react re- 
sentfully. Mexican oil would help to reduce 
Cuban dependence on Communist sources. 
Mexico’s chosen role of a New World “third 
force” is based on a revolutionary experience 
which proved that a- neighbor can be friendly 
though resolutely independent. 


Such attitudes must at least be understood. 
Our Cuban policy has fallen to frustrated re- 
prisals, but what is left is the more important 
policy of seeking hemispheric collaboration. 
Intervention would be disastrous; the simple 
fact is that the United States needs all the 
friends it can get. The clock has almost run 
out on relations with Cuba, but this country 
can still try to turn the clock ahead else- 
where in the New World. 


A Matter of Custom 


Senator Young of Ohio may get a little po- 
litical mileage out of his charge that since 
January Vice President Nixon has spent only 
24 hours at his constitutional duty of presid- 
ing over the Senate, but actually Mr. Nixon 
has followed custom. Senator Young, an out- 
spoken Democrat, told his constituents in a 
letter that he had served as a Nixon substi- 
tute for 46 hours, and that Senator Byrd of 
West Virginia had served 104 hours and Sen- 
ator Muskie of Maine 56 hours. Under pres- 
ent practice, the Senate presiding officer, 
Mr. Nixon or Senate President Pro Tem Hay- 
den, opens each session and then turns the 
gavel over to a substitute, usually a freshman 
Democrat. Mr. Nixon has been present to 
break tie votes, the important part of his 
duty. So that while it may be argued that 
Mr. Nixon should be on hand at all times, he 
is following precedent by being away during 
routine sessions. 


Not the “Dirt,” But the Money 


There is something fuddy-duddy about the 
objections of the minority members—Sena- 
tors Wiley, Dirksen and Hruska—of the Hen- 
nings subcommittee on juvenile delinquency 
to the publication of its report. They are per- 
turbed because it deals with drug addiction, 
crime and sex. Wiley says it is “much more 
in the nature of a sociological, psychological 
and sexual study,” written by the subcommit- 
tee’s staff rather than by its members. 


Since when is such staff work a novelty? 
And since juvenile delinquency so often is 
“dirty,” how can a factual report avoid being 
to some extent “dirty’? After all, it is in- 
tended to inform the Senate. It is not in- 
tended to be sold as a lurid-covered paper- 
back. It might be more to the point to ques- 
tion the report’s recommendation of federal 
aid to the states for the training of social 
workers, juvenile court officers and others 
involved in the control of delinquency. 

Sometimes it seems that federal aid has be- 
come the automatic answer to all problems. 
Granted that delinquency is largely an urban 
problem. Granted also that cities are hard 
pressed. Still, one wonders whether, within 
their present means, many cities might not 
re-examine this problem and make more ef- 
fective use of present personnel,

Between Book Ends Classic Account 


A HISTORY OF MORGAN'S CAV- 
ALRY, by Basil W. Duke, Edited by 
Cecil Fletcher Holland. (Indiana Uni- 
versity Press, 595 pgs., $7.50). 


This classic account of Col. John 
Hunt Morgan’s Confederate cavalry 
was written in 1867 by Basil Duke, 
Morgan’s second-in-command. It is 
now reissued as part of the Indiana 
University Press’s Civil War Centen- 
nial Series. Fortunate for Civil War 
buffs this edition follows the original 
1867 version rather than the watered- 
down version of 1906. 

One of the strange aspects of the 
Civil War to contemporary students is 
the manner in which some leaders re- 
ceived so much praise and adulation 
for services which, as far as the total 
scope of the war was concerned, were 


of relatively minor importance. There- 
fore a study of Morgan’s three-year ca- 
reer will provide something of an an- 
swer, for Morgan was undoubtedly one 
‘of the mos¢-dashing of the Confederate 
cavalry leaders. His raids into Union 
territory—he carried the war into Ohio, 
farther north than any other Confed- 
erate ever went—provided the excite- 
ment, color and immediate success 
that the South needed to keeps its 
spirits high. His troopers were light- 
hearted cavaliers in the best tradition. 
Morgan’s capture, escape from an 
Ohio prison camp, his death in a small 
skirmish in Kentucky, all served to il- 
luminate more brightly the flickering 
lamp of a lost cause. 

The sprightly—at times, passionate—

MOREOVER, the essence of 
this drama is not to be found in 
the fact that President Harry S. 
Truman, the archetypal old pro, 
has his nose publicly out of 
joint. It is not to be found, 
either, in the fact that all plans 
of an undoubtedly great man and 
superb old pro, Senator Lyndon 
B. Johnson of Texas, now seem 
to be going very wrong indeed. 
The essence of this drama is to 
be found in the Kennedy camp 
itself.

If there is one 


thing we will not stand around the Club, it is an Ugly 
American. Did I mention that Mr. William Holden, 
the movie star, is president of the Mount Kenya 
Safari Club? That gives you an idea how we feel 
about it. 


We also have been boning up on safari manners. The 
best authorities on this are the movies such as the Techni- 
color marvel: ‘‘Farewell to Sidearms, Hand Me the Bazooka.” 
And the poignant, ‘‘Would You Want- Your Sister to Marry a 
White Hunter?” 

From these film studies, you know that on safari you 
should be a bit of a cad. 

Insist on shooting two rhinos—(when anyone knows one 
is more than enough for dinner). 

Complain about the heat and dust. And that there is too 
much vermouth in the martinis. 

Compare Africa unfavorably to ‘‘21.”’ 

At this point, instead of shooting a buffalo, your wife 
shoots you.

But that is the Law of the Safari. Your wife pauses from 
shooting buffalo: 

“Go in and get the lion like the White Hunter says, Joe. 
Don’t be a churl.” 

An amateur safari person might be shamed by this. But 
if you have seen the movies, you should know enough to stay 
with it. You say: 

“I am going back to camp and beat the natives.” 

Your wife raises her gun. WHAM! (The Swahili word 
for this is: ‘‘Oops!’’) 

Oh, it’s always fair weather, when we Club members get 
together. I find the Club phrase book has provided a whole 
series of Ugly sayings: 

“Bring me clean trousers.” “Those are shorts— 

I want long ones.” ‘‘Where is my hat?” “Put it on the 

bed.” “I want a clean shirt.” “I do not want a white 

shirt—the game will see it.” ‘I will want a white 
shirt this evening.”

Parkinson’s Disease 


*‘Dear Dr. Molner: 


“PLEASE WRITE about Parkinson’s Disease. My hus- 
band, who is 64, has it. We have already been told there is 
no cure, but there must be something we can do to help at 
home, along with the aid that drugs give. MRS. B.F.J.” 


Yes, there are things you can do at home. 

But first, let’s offer a few words of advice to people who 
are having an encounter with this disease. I have mentioned 
Parkinson’s Disease, or Parkinsonism before, but not at any 
length. Since Parkinsonism is probably going to become a 


more frequent problem in the future, it deserves greater 
understanding. 


This is a disease which involves a small and very 
specific center in the brain. The result is that muscu 
lar activity becomes difficult, There is a chronic 
rigidity of the muscles, and when the person with 
Parkinsonism makes the additional effort required to 
move, there is a tremor or trembling as it is done. 


If you don’t realize what this is like, hold the muscles 
in your hand and arm as tense as you can for a minute or 
two—you'll find this is a long time. Then, still holding the 
muscles tense, reach for a pencil and write something. You 
will readily see why, if you had to hold your muscles tense 
all the time, you would find the tremor or trembling starting 
to develop. 

Parkinson’s Disease begins insidiously. The fatigue is 
often attributed to ‘‘age,”’ and the shakiness to “nerves.” 
Gradually the tremor of the hand increases, walking is a bit 
more difficult, there often is a change in facial expression 
because of the muscular rigidity. 

Too often the patient as well as members of the family 
deny that the disease exists. This is a mistake. They should 
face the facts. The facts are not altogether gloomy, and if 
you admit that a problem exists, you can then find out what 
to do about it. 


Here are some of the optimistic things you should 
know about Parkinsonism. It does not shorten life. It 
does not ordinarily progress rapidly. It develops 
slowly, or may remain static for years. It has no rela- 
tion to intelligence—I’ve known both prize fighters and 
college presidents who have had it. 


And after the disease appears, it does not affect intelli- 
gence, sanity, hearing or vision. It may, however, affect 
speech in that the muscular activity of speaking becomes 
more difficult. 

While it is true that it is fruitless as a rule to look for a 
“cure,” there are a good many things that can be done to 
make the difficulty less bothersome. One of them is to real- 
ize—and this applies to the patient’s family and friends as 
well as to the patient—that the trembling, difficulty of speech 
(if that happens to be present) or other symptoms do not 
mean that the afflicted person can’t see, hear and think as 
well as ever. This is a MUSCULAR disturbance. Tomorrow 
I’ll discuss what you can do about it. |

South therefore cashes the 
A-K of diamonds and trumps 
a low diamond with the king. 
It is at this point that declarer

even though they have sufficient 
assets to support themselves and 
their families for the rest of 
their lives.

We were invited out to 
lunch at SHAPE the other 
day to discuss the new 
weapon with Col. Russell 
Ritchey, United States Air 
Force, ,Maj. Pierre Ro- 
man, Belgian Army, and 
Maj. Ted Billett, a Brit- 
ish public-relations  offi- 
cer.

paper man in years. 

Col. Ritchey, an operations officer, was the one who 
started the dart craze at SHAPE. ‘‘I knew it was none of my 
business, but it occurred to me that, although we have 14 
nationalities working out here at SHAPE, we very rarely had 
a chance to get together. We either met in offices or at 
cocktail parties. It was very hard to find something that all 
the officers could participate in on a purely social basis. 
Then it occurred to me that darts might be the answer.” 


Maj. Billett said: “You see, although dart-throw- 
ing is a lowly British pub sport, anyone, even offi- 
cers, can learn to play, and so we set up the dart 
board in the bar. In no time at all we had 100 offi- 
cers signed up for the game.” 


Col. Ritchey said: ‘‘We organized teams of three officers 
each and restricted the teams to one officer per nation so 
that there would not be any national teams. To avoid trouble, 
we made everyone president. If there is any argument, a 
quorum of three presidents can decide the issue.” 

Maj. Roman said: “Since it is a British game, we're 
abiding by British rules. As a matter of fact, at the open- 
ing session Maj. Gen. Sir Richard Gale threw out the first 
dart.” 

“The trouble is,” said Maj. Billet, ‘“‘that while we have 
the body of the darts, the Americans insist on keeping the 
warheads under lock and key. Only the bartender, Paul, may 
decide when the warheads may be given out.” 


SHAPE is very security-conscious, and before it was in- 
stalled, the dart board was checked to see if it was bugged. 
All dart scores are marked ‘Confidential’ and are kept in a 
safe. 

In the first tournament two airmen tied for the singles 
championship. One was Maj. Gen, Richard Coiner, of the 
United States Air Force, and the other was Group Capt. 
Peter Brothers, RCAF. Capt. Brothers finally won when 
Gen. Coiner conceded at 2 in the morning. 


Because NATO eannot agree on a standardized 
dart, each nationality competes with its own dart. 
The Americans so far haven’t developed a good dart 
and must depend on the British for their supply. The 
French prefer a thinner, faster dart, while the Ger- 
mans like one with a great deal of weight. 


While the British control the darts, the Americans have 
cornered all the good dart boards in France. They come 
from the Evreux PX and are smuggled into SHAPE homes 
by children of American Air Force officers. 

This, some of the officers of the smaller countries have 
protested, has given the Americans a chance to test their 
darts at home. 

Rather than cause friction at SHAPE, the Americans 
have offered to supply dart boards to any nationality that 
requests them, providing the countries are willing to pay for 
them out of their own counterpart funds. 

This is the start of a great step forward by SHAPE and 
it is believed, although all three officers denied it, that if the 
SHAPE officers become proficient at dart-throwing, they 


may soon be issued pistols.

Seventh in a series by a white 
author who darkened his skin 
and lived for a time as a Negro 
in the Deep South.

ALONE, surrounded by miles 
of shadowy pine jungles and 
swamps, the profoundest depres- 
sion crept through me. I started 
along the highway in the dark- 
ness. It was better to walk than 
to stand or sit in the chilling 
night air. My duffel pulled 
heavily on my arms. My mouth 
was dry and my stomach ached 
for food. I knew I could not go 
much farther without water and 
something to eat. 

When a glow of light appeared 
among the trees lining the road, 
I strained to hurry toward it. As 
I rounded the curve I saw the 
source: a roadside service sta- 
tion at the top of a hill. 

On reaching the place, I stood 
across the highway and looked 
in. An elderly white couple sat 
surrounded by shelves of gro- 
ceries, soft-drink machines and 
cigarette dispensers. They 
looked kind, gentle. I framed in 
my mind what I should say to 
get them to sell me food and 
drink. 

The woman saw me approach 
past the illuminated gasoline 
pumps and met me at the door. 
There was an outrush of warm 
air from a small stove as she 
opened it and stood there. 

I nodded low and said: ‘‘Par- 
don me, Ma'am. I’m traveling 
through to Montgomery. I got 
stranded on the highway and 
can’t seem to get a ride. I won- 
der if I could buy something to 
eat and drink.”’ 

She looked at me with hard 
eyes, full of suspicion and re- 
sentment. 

““We’re closing up,” she said 
in a dead voice. 

“Please,’’ I pleaded, not need- 
ing to feign abjection. “I’ve 
been without food and water all 
day.” 


I could see her contempt 
struggling against instincts of 
common decency. She ob 
viously wanted to refuse me, 
but hesitated—the night was 
cold, the country lonely, even 
animals had to eat and drink. 
I glanced through the glass 
to see the man still seated in a 
chair, leaning forward with 
his ear close to a small radio. 


“Well, I guess it’s all right,” 
she said, but glared at me as 
though every moment I stayed 
increased their pain. 

I first bought an orange drink 
and a package of cracker-sand- 
wiches. The atmosphere was so 
unhospitable, I stepped outside 
where they could watch me. 
When I had emptied it I retumed 
the bottle and, without asking 
permission, got another from the 
dispenser. 

The place had little choice of 
food that I could take with me. 
The only two cans of sardines 
had no keys, and the owner 
stared at the floor and nodded 
*‘no’’ when I asked if he had a 
can opener. I bought a fried pie, 
a loaf of bread and five choco- 
late bars. 

I packed these purchases into 
my duffel bag, and tramped 
down the highway into the dark- 
ness again, eating the pie. 

A humming came out of the 
darkness behind. I turned to see 
a yellow glow that coalesced into 
headlights. 

Stepping out into full view, I 
waved my arms. The car braked 
to a halt and I hurried to it. 
With great relief I saw in the 
reflected light the face of a 
young Negro man. 

We discussed my problem. He 
told me he lived in the woods. 
“I’ve got six kids and just two 
rooms. I wouldn’t have a bed to 
offer you,” he said, ‘‘but you’re 
welcome to come with me.” 

‘I wouldn’t mind sleeping on 
the floor,” I responded, grate- 
fully. 

As we drove several miles 
down a lane into the forest, I 
learned he was a sawmill worker 
who never made quite enough to 
get out from under his debts. 
Always, when he took his check 
to the store, he found he owed 
a little more than the check 
could cover. I had observed this 
pattern throughout my travels. 

He turned off into a rutted 
path that led through dense un- 
derbrush to where the headlights 
fell on an unpainted wooden 
shanty. 

The man’s wife came to the 
door and stood _ silhouetted 
against the pale light of a kero- 
sene lamp. 

He introduced us. Though the 
mother appeared embarrassed to 
have so little to offer company, 
the older of the children, rang- 
ing in age from 9 years to 4 
months, acted overjoyed to have 
company. They decided it was 
a party. 

Supper was on the table. -It 
consisted of large yellow beans 
cooked in water. The mother 
Prepared mashed beans and 
canned milk for the infant. 

We served ourselves from the 
table and then sat where we 
could find places. I remembered 
the bread I had bought and pro- 
duced it from my duffle. Then 
we cut the chocolate bars into 
small slices for dessert. I wish- 
ed the woman at the service 
Station could have seen the de- 
light on those children’s faces 
as they consumed the candy she 
had sold me reluctantly. 


I congratulated the couple on 
such a fine looking family. The 
mother told me they ‘had been 
truly blessed. “Ours are all in 
good health. When we think of so 
many people with crippled or 
blind children, we just have to 
thank God.” 

After supper, I went outside 
with my host to help him carry 
in water. An almost full moon

shone through the trees. 
“You're a lucky man. You've 
got a good wife,”’ I remarked. 


“She truly is,” he said. As 
he went on talking about her, 
he remarked, ‘The whites 
think we don’t want anything 
better. They see our huts and 
say that if we wanted to, we 
could do better, But we can’t. 
But you know, my wife doesn’t 
get down in the dumps. She’s 
good all the way through. I'll 
tell you, if she doesn’t have 
meat to cook with the beans— 
why, she just goes ahead and 
cooks the beans anyhow, and 
sets them on the table like a 
feast.” 


After we placed buckets of 
water on the wood stove in the 
kitchen so we could have hot 
water for washing and shaving, 
we returned outside to get fuel 
for the woodbox. 

“Are there really a lot of alli- 
gators in these swamps?” I 
asked as we picked up the wood. 

“Oh, yes—the place is alive 
with them.” 

“Why don’t you kill some of 
them? The tails make good 
meat. I could show you how. We 
learned in jungle training when I 
was in the army.” 

“Oh, we can’t do that,’’ he 
said. ‘‘They stick a hundred dol- 
lar fine on you for killing a 
‘gator, I’m telling you they got 
all the loopholes plugged for us.”’ 

“Well, what about your chil- 
dren? Aren’t you afraid the 
‘gators might get one of them?’’ 

“No . ..”” he said forlornly, 
“the ‘gators prefer turtles to 
— 

“The ‘gators must be part 
white,” I heard myself say. 

His laughter sounded flat in 
the cold air. ‘‘Anyway, we keep 
the kids close to home.” 

The noises of children being 
readied for bed drifted to us as 
we returned to the kitchen. The 
mother sponge-bathed the chil- 
dren while the husband and I 
shaved. 

As we spread sacks on the 
floor and then muslin feed sacks 
over them for a bedding, the 
children asked grave questions 
about my own children. Did they 
g0 to school? No, they were too 
young. How old were they then? 
Why, today is my daughter’s fifth 
birthday. Would she have a 
party? Yes, probably she was 
having a party. Like we had 
here, with the candy? Yes, some- 
thing like that. 

Patchwork quilts were brought 
in from under the bed in the 
other room and spread over the 
pallets. 

The children kissed their par- 
ents and then wanted to kiss 
“Mr. Griffin.” I sat down and 
held out my arms. One by one 
they came, smelling of soap. 
One by one they put their arms 
around my neck and touched 
their lips to mine and _ said: 
“Good night, Mr. Griffin.” 

I went to my own pallet near 
the kitchen door and lay down 
fully dressed. The father picked 
up the kerosene lamp and car- 
ried it into the bedroom after 
the mother. I heard the slough- 
ing sound of clothes being re- 
moved. Then the lamp was 
blown out. — 

Thinking about the determina- 
tion of these people to bring up 
a family decently, their grati- 
tude that.none of their children 
were blind or maimed, their 
willingness to share their food 
and shelter with a stranger—I 
couldn’t sleep. I got up from 
bed and stepped outside. 


I thought of my daughter, Su- 
sie, and of her fifth birthday, 
the candles, the cake and party 
dress; and of my sons in their 
best suits. They slept now in 
clean beds in a warm house. 

And I wondered how low we 
had fallen when men could ar- 
bitrarily mark these Negro chil- 
dren for deprivation and mine 
for privilege. 


It was thrown full in my 
face. I saw it not at a white 
man and not as a Negro, but 
as a human parent. Their chil- 
dren resembled mine in all 
ways except the superficial one 
of skin color, as indeed they 
resembled all children of all 


One by one they came, smelling of soap. 


humans. Yet this accident, this 
least important of all qualities, 
the skin pigment, marked 
them for inferior status. I 
realized that if my own skin 
were permanently black, my 
own children would be con- 
signed to the infernal regions 
of “second class citizenship.”’ 


What could one do but weep 
when a whole body of his fel- 
low citizens found it in their 
hearts and consciences to do 
this enormous thing—to dwarf 
the lives of the children of men. 

I tried to see the whites’ side, 
as I had all along. I had studied 
objectively all of the arguments 
about cultural and ethnic differ- 
ences. I looked diligently for 
all aspects of ‘“‘inferiority’’ 
among Negoes and I did not 
find them. Epithets applied to 
the Negro race, and widely ac- 
cepted as truth even by men of 
good will, simply prove untrue 
when one lives among them. 

This observation, of course, 
excludes the trash element, 
which is the same everywhere 
and is no more evident among 
Negroes than whites. 

No, the criterion for finding 
a segment of American citizens 
unworthy of their rights did not 
lay in any reputable conclusions 
about cultural and social dif- 
ferences. What, then, was the 
criterion? 

When all the talk, all the prop- 
aganda had been cut away the 
criterion was nothing but the 
color of skin. My experience 
proved that. They judged me by 
no other quality. My skin was 
dark. I had spent ‘a day without 
food and water for no other rea- 
son than that my skin was black. 

I returned inside the shanty, 
to the smells of kerosene, tow 
sacks and humanity. I lay down 
in the darkness, in the midst of 
snores. 

“Mr. Griffin . . . Mr. Griffin.” 

I heard the man’s soft voice 
above my shouts. I awakened 
to see the kerosene lamp and 
beyond it my host’s troubled 
face. In the surrounding dark I 
sensed the tension. His family 
lay silent, not snoring or breath- 
ing as sleepers do. 

“I’m sorry,” I said. 
having a nightmare.’ 

He stood upright. From my po- 
sition flat on the floor his head 
appeared to touch the ceiling 
beams far above. “Are you 
all right now?” 

“Yes, thank you for waking 
me up.” 

He stepped carefully over the 
children and returned to the 
other room. 

It was a repetition of a night- 
mare I had been having recent- 
ly. White men and women, their 
faces stern and heartless, closed 
in on me. The hate stare burned 
through me. I pressed back 
against a wall. I could expect 
no pity, no mercy. They ap- 
proached slowly and I could not 
escape them. Twice before I had 
awakened myself screaming. 


“T was 


The nightmare worried me. 
I had begun this experiment 
in a spirit of scientific detach- 
ment. I wanted to keep my 
feelings out of it, to be ob- 
jective in my observations. But 
it had become such a pro- 
found personal experience it 
haunted even my dreams. 


My host called me again at 
dawn. After breakfast of coffee 
and a slice of white bread, I 
shook hands with his wife at the 
door and thanked her. Reaching 
for my wallet, I told her I want- 
ed to pay them for putting me 
up. 

“Mr. Griffin, you brought the 
candy and bread. That’s more 
than you took.” 

I pressed some money into 
her hand and told her to count 
it as a gift if she could not count 
it as payment. 

The husband drove me through 
the gray country to the highway, 
where we parted. He drove back 
to the sawmill. 

Two* young white boys in a 
new car picked me up, They 
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asked where I wanted to go. I 
said to the nearest town where 
I could catch a bus to Mont- 
gomery. 


Though young Southern 
whites often show themselves 
as brutal and cruel as their 
elders, one can see the break- 
away. Many have learned to 
think for themselves. Some 
white families are split be- 
cause the younger generation 
can no longer go along with 
the prejudices of the older. 


The white boys took me to a 
station where I could get a 
Montgomery bus. 

The route ran through Selma, 


where I had a layover before 
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catching another bus into the 
State Capital. 


In downtown streets of Selma, 
a handsome town, I saw another 
sign. A group of well-dressed 
Negro women solicited contribu- 
tions for their church. I gave 
them some money and walked 
along with them. They ap- 
proached two white citizens in 
front of the Hotel Albert humbly 
with their cup. 


“Pardon me, Sir.

ing contributions for the mis- 
sionary activities of our church. 
Here is a pamphlet that tells all 
about it,” 

The older one was curt. “Go 
on.” The younger man dug into 
his pocket and placed a handful 


of change in the cup.

Everard Hughes, 12, will 
accompany his mother. 

Dr. Marguerite Schwyzer, of 
St. Paul, is a 51-year-old unmar- 
ried physician and has reported 
for work in Haiti. 

Like other MEDICO volun- 
teers, the doctors are turning 
their backs on dollars to “‘serve 
those who bear the mark of 
pain.” 

MEDICO is short for Medical 
International Co-operation Or- 
ganization. It was set up by Drs. 
Tom Dooley ard Peter D. Com-

She 
graduated from Vassar before 
going to Yale University of Medi- 
c.ne. She has worked in hos- 
pitals in Massachusetts, Illinois, 
New York, California and Min- 
nesota. 


“Don’t say I’m making a 
sacrifice to do this,’’ she said 
in an interview. “It is true 
that I will not be earning, but 
that is not the important thing. 

“The pursuit of the dollar is 
unimportant. I have learned 
that people are not very happy 
unless they are doing some- 
thing for others—without 
thought of reward.” 


Dr. Schwyzer expects to stay 
with MEDICO for one year. Her 
team-mate expects to stay with 
MEDICO for life. 

Dr. Hughes, a Negro, is a na- 
tive of Newark, N.J. She was 
divorced and the mother of a 3- 
year old son when at the age of 
23 she decided to go to medical 
school. 

At the time she had only a 
high school diploma. She talked 
herself into a scholarship and 
enrolled at Howard University. 
She worked at night as a clerk 
in a government office to sup- 
port her son. 

During her first year in medi-
